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The Applicant's arguments over the combination of Turner et al. and Wang et al. were address in the Final Rejection mailed 2/22/07. The 
argument of the motivation to combine, in particular the addition or remove of salt from the process were address on page 3 paragraph 4 
where Turner et al. teach that the addition of salt is optional and Wang et al. teach that the purpose for adding salt is to lower the 
solubility of conjugated estrogens in an aqueous phase. Furthermore it is well know in the art that salt enhances the phase separation of 
lipophilic and lipophobic compounds as taught by the supporting references in the Office Action posted 8/39/06. Therefore the arguments 
concerning the addition of salt are addressed in the previous Office Action. Once again the Applicant is reminded that the teachings of 
each patents used in obviousness rejections are for what they "would have reasonably suggested to one having ordinary skill in the art" 
(M.P.E.P. § 2123 I). The logic of adding the salt to the aqueous phase of Wang et al. is clearly indicated in that they teach the salt is 
added to lower the solubility of the conjugated estrogens in the aqueous phase (Wang, page 2, lines 22-29). Therefore the arguments of 
the motivation, expectation of success of combining the teachings of Wang et al. and Turner et al. are presented in the Final Rejection 
mailed 2/22/07. Furthermore the arguments that the combination of Turner et al. and Wang et al. would fundamentally change either 
reference are new and will require further consideration.
